THE PRINCE IMPERIAL’S DEATH. 
By Cable to Western Assoclated Press. 

LONDON, June 20.—The following are addi- 
tional particulars of the death of the Prince 
Imperial: The body of the Prince, when 
found, was lying on its back. There were 
eighteen assegai stabs in it, two of them pierc- 
ing the body from the chest to the back, two 
in the side, and one destroying the right eye. 
A locket with hair medallions and a reliquary 
were found around his neck. The face wore 
a placid expression. He had evidently inef- 
fectually tried to mount, and, the leather of 
the flap tearing, he ian along the path to 
where he was found. Two troopers lay near 
the body, both assegaied. The Prince was 
very adventurous. 

AN OFFICIAL ACCOUNT 


f says: The Prince, with Lieut. Carey, of the 


Ninety-eighth Regiment, with six men and 
one friendly Zulu, left the camp at Kelitze 
Mountain, seven miles beyond Blood River, 
on the first inst. , for reconnoissance. The party 
halted and wunsaddled when ten miles 
from camp. Just asthe Prince gave an or- 
der to remounta volley was fired from an 
ambush in the long grass. Lieutenant Carey 
and four of the troopers returned to the camp 
and reported that the Prince and two troop- 
ers were missing, and from their 
statements there could be no doubt that the 
Prinee was killed. A party of the Seven- 
teenth Lancers, with an ambulance, started 
on the 2nd inst. to recover the body of the

The Murder. 

Between 5 and 60’clock yesterday after- 
noon Mrs. W. H. Erb was stabbed to death by 
her husband at No. 319 South Third street. 

The case is a fiendish one in every detail and 
is utterly without a palliating circumstance. 
Erb, who has not resided with her for some- 
thing like a year, sneaked into her resi- 
dence from the rear yard, found 
the poor woman in the kitchen washing 
clothes, and stabbed her twice with a seven- 
inch blade below the right shoulder-blade 
before she was aware of his presence. 

At both blows the knife was buried tothe 
hilt, and with a despairing deatn cry the 
woman ran out on the street, caught up her 
little seven-year-old girl, and, stag- 
gering into the presence Of 
her next-door neighbor, cried 
‘*Save my child!’’ and fell dead. Erb after 
doing his murderous work tbrew his bloody 
knife into the water-closet, 
beat a hasty retreat through 
the back yard to the alley and then proceeded 
leisurely to the corner of Fourth and Myrtle 
streets, where he had left bis hand-cart stand- 
ing. The news of the murder 
flew like wild-fire, and within 
fifteen minutes afterwards Officer Slattery was 
informed that Erb had butchered his wife. 
He found Erb and took him into custody and 
to the Chestnut street station. 

All efforts at getting a statement from the 
prisoner last night were woayailis>, THe was 
taken to the For Courts this morning, where 
he is now confined.

the terrible crime he had committed. 
Heisalow, heavy-set man, a German by 
birth, and probably fifty years of age, weath- 
er-beaten, worn with toil and hard living, 
and shaking as if with the ague from 
hard drink. He wore no coat, 
no hat, a caiico shirt, dirty from two weeks’ 
use, apair of well-worn pantaloons held up 
py & huge leather belt, and a _ pair 
of shoes that had been well 
baptized in mud. His eyes were bloodshot, 
and his hair long, shaggy and unkempt. An 
ideal murderer! An incarnate fiend with the 
sulphur of the bottomless pit already upon 
him. 

**Sit down,’’ said the reporter. 

And the two took the chairs provided by the 
Captain—chairs used just for that purpose a 
hundred times before. 

‘*Well, how do you feel this morning?’’ 
asked the reporter.

Post Mortem Examination of the Mur~ 
dered Woman. . 


Coroner Auler reported the following post 


mortem examination of the murdered woman: 

Aglae Rosalie Erb, alias Mion, two incised 
wounds in her back, one in the right side two 
inches from the median line from the spine, the 
other one to the left of the meridian line of the 
spine. The wounds were from the right to the 
leftand downward. The wound in the right side 
penetrated between the eighth and tenth ribs. 
broke the ninth rib, penetrated through the 
lower lobe of the right tung and came out of, 
the anterior part of the upper lobe, 
ofthe lung. The wound on the leftside was 
made by the knife between the eighth and 
ninth rib, passed through the left inferio 
lobe of the left lung, then entered into the 
heart to the left ventricle, and passed 
completely through. The knife was propably 
a butcher knife.

The Prince Imperial. 

Napoleon Eugene Louis Jean Joseph, known 
as the Prince Imperial, was borninthe Tuai- 
laries on the 16th day of March, 1856. He was 
the only child of Napoleon III. and his consort, 
Eugenie Marie de Montijo, Countess of Teba, 
who were married on the 29th of January, 
1853, so that three years elapsed before the 
birth of their son and heir, Great 
attention was bostowed on the 
education of tie Prince Imperial by his 
father, and everything wasdone to fit him 
forthe high position which at onetimeit was 
thought he would occupy. The Prince wasa 
youth of delicate frame, but of very winning 
Hie bore a much greater resem- 
blance to his mother than to his father. The 
first time the Prince Imperial came into pub- 
lic notice was ‘during the Franco-(;erman war. 
Ile accompanied his fatherto Metz on the out- 
break of hostilities. At Saarbrucken 
Prince received what Napoleon, in 
a grandiloquent dispatch to Eugenie, termed 
his ‘*baptism of fire.’’ It was the first time 
thatthe boy, who was then in his fifteenth 
year, was under fire, and, according to the 
Emperor’s telegram, old veterans were affect- 
ed to tears by the boy’s action, which, aftér 
all, was nothing more than that of a spectator. 
The dispatch was received with ridicule by 
the European public. When the wave of 
German successes set in and the military 
situation became critical the Emperor provid- 
ed forthe safety of his-son by sending him in 
August (1870—only a few weeks after the 
Saarbrucken affair) to Belgium. After the 
surrender of Napoleon to the Germans at 
Sedan, and the flight of Eugenie to England, 
the Prince subsequently joined his mother in 
that country, where later the Emperor also 
came. They resided at Chiselhurst, a few 
miles from London, at the Camden House. 


to the artillery acade- 
my at Woolwich to complete 
his military education. At the termination of 
his studies he nassed a highly creditable exam- 
ination. Fromthis period he resided princi- 
pally with his mother, visiting occasionally the 
aristocratic families of England, with whom he 
was a great favorite. Queen Victoria and the 
Prince of Wales were specially attached to 
him. Last yearit was rumored that he was 
about to marry the Princess Thyra of Denmark, 
and then later the Princess Beatrice of England. 
His affection for the latter royal lady is said to 
have been one of the causes of his voyage to 
Zululand. Political obstacles presented them- 
selves, and although, itfis stated, the Princess 
seatrice returned ths young Prince’s passion, 
no match was arranged. Last February, when 
the news came to London of the British re- 
versesin Zululand, the Prince, suffering from 
disappointed love, resolved to proceedasa 
yolunteer to the seat of war. He wrote a char- 
acteristic letter to Rouher, the leader ofthe 
Imperialists in France, announcing his 
intention of joining the British forces 
atthe Cape. In it he said: ‘‘For the last eight 
years I have been a guest of England. My ed- 
ucation was completedinan English military 
school, and I have strengthened my tie of 
friendship withthe English army by taking 
part in its annual maneuvers. The war at the 
Cape having assumed a more serious charac- 
ter, Ihave wished to follow the campaign. I 
could not refrain from sharing the dangers 
and taticues of troops among whom I have so 


was sent 


many friends. Moreover, the time 
spent in witnessing this strug- 
gle of civilization against barbarism 


will not be wasted forme.’’ By some this let- 
ter was looked upon as a political manifesto to 
the Imperialists, as an acknowledpment that 
their cause in France was forthe present hope- 
less, and that all they could do wasto hope 
and wait. Little was it imagined then that the 
Prince was starting out to meet his death. On 
February the 25th of this year heset sail in the 
steamer Danube, from Southampton, for the 
Cape, where he was to serve 4s a volunteer. 
The first news received of the 
Prince in the fiela was the 
tidings that he was assegaied or speared to 
death by Cetywayo’s warriors. His body was 
recovered. The intelligence of his death will 
be a sad blow to the Empress Eugenie, whose 
idol he was. It will also be fatal to the aspira- 
tions of the Imperialist party in France.

And Numerous Startling Examples Given 
to Ellustrate the Subject. 


Where thé Oenter of the New

Attention was called, in an article in yester- 
day’s Post-DISPATCH, to changes that have 
taken place in the value of property in St. 
Louis owing to the removal of business cen- 
ters. It mav be thought unwise by some to 
publish statements showing heavy deprecis- 
tion in the value of property, but it must be 
remembered that such depreciation in any 
particular locality is fellowed by a cor- 
respondingg incfease in some other local- 
ity. It is not a whole city going 
to decay, but rather anew city being built 
up on the ruins of an old one. The St. Louis 
of 1879 must have wider limits and better ac- 
commodations than the St. Louis of 1860. 
Otherwise there would be nothing in the phil- 
osophy of growth. The buildings of the levee 
and Main street are no longer sufficient for 
the necessities of trade; they were construct- 


ed years and years ago when 
no regard was paid to light 
and other conveniences: many of them 


are toppling in the air, half ready to crumble 
into ruins, and what else could be expected 
than that merchants should leave them rather 
than pay fabulous rents, when better quarters 
for the same orless money could be secured 
on Fifth street and Washington avenue. 
THE FIRST MOVE WESTWARD 
was in 1844, when there was a great rise in the 


Mississippi. The waters came up and filled 
the cellars of all the stores 
on the levee, and the occupants 
had to seek temporary accommodations 


on Main street, After the flood had subsided 
they returned, and the business center re- 
mained on the levee till about 1856, when there 
was another flood, the waters this time com- 
ing up as high asthe second stories of levee 
business houses. This drove out the merchants 
again, and they never returned. At onetime 
Market, between Main and Third, 
was the fashionable dry goods 
center of the city, buta fire burned all the 
buildings on both sides of the street, and 
Fourth street was then chosen for the retail 
trade. Ithas remained the center of this 
branch of business up to the present, but the 
time will come, no doubt, when it too could 
be forsaken and given up to other uses. 


Main street 
HELD ITS SWAY 


as the great wholesale mart, of tie city till 
1874, when one by dne prominent merchants 
-bogai:s to move further west. Long before 
1875 levee property had begun to depreciate 
rapidly, and since that date Main street pro- 
perty has gone as rapidly in the same direc- 
tios. 

A building at the nurthwest corner of Main 
and Locust sold with the ground, in 1873, to 


R, D. Lancaster and Thos. O’ Reilly, for $65, - 
000, and was at that time bringing an annual 
rental of »7, 500. It now brings 


whatever can be got forit, and is vacant half 
the time. 

The building at the northwest corner of 
Main and Washington avenue, owned by Geo. 
W. Kerr, when occupied by the Simmons 
Hardware Company, brought a rental of 
$12,000 a year. It does not now bring over 
$5,000. It is the newest and best building on 
Main street, and is occupied by 
the’great saddlery firm of Meyer, Bannerman 
& Co. 

A three-story building near the corner of 
Main and Locust, which brought $3,500 a year 
up to 1874, is now offered at $600. 

In 1858 Isaac Walker sold to Mrs. Tyler, 
owner of the red granite building corner of 
Fourth and Market, a lot of ground 60 feet 
front, with an old building. corner of Main 
and Vine, for $1,890 a foot. 
This was probably the best sale ever made of 
Main street property, but the same ground 


; | to-day is not worth more than $300 or $400 a 
After his father’s death the Prince Imperial | 


foot. 

In 186 John G. Priest sold a piece of 
ground onthe west side of Main, between Lo- 
cust and Vine, for $1,700 a foot, butit could 
not be sold now for $300 a foot. 

In 1859, S.V. Papin & Bro. sold to the State 
Savings Bank a lot on the northwest corner of 
Main and Vine, for an average of $1,800a 
foot, but 1t could not be sold to-day for over 
$500 a foot. It is interesting to know who the 
people are that have borne such heavy losses.

‘*Temple,’’ which cost Mr. Nicholson about 
$150,000, does not bring 2 per cent on the 
money invested. 

The St. James Hotel, on Fifth street 
opposite the Seuthern, sold last year 
for $40,000 to a gentleman in Philadelphia. 
It was formerly owned by Capt. Joe Brown 
and was valued at over $100,000. 

THE REBUILDING OF THE SOUTHERN 

has already had a marked effect upon proper- 
ty in that locality. The building of a $60,000 
depot by the Missouri Pacific Railroad at 
Seventh and Poplar has also made a per- 
ceptible change in prospective rents 
and values in the same. neighborhood. With 
such costly structures as the Southern Hotel 
and the new Pacific Depot, property south of 
Market street will undoubtedly advance. 

But it is easy to detect that the tide of busi- 
ness tends to that section of the city bounded 
on the west by Ninth, on the north by Wash- 
ington avenue, on the east by Fifth, and 
south by Walnut. This area is geing to be

See the change that five years have wrought 
in Washington avenue. From Fourth to 
Eleventh streets two long rows of business 
palaces rear themselves in proud array to the 
heavens, and speak in solemn grandeur ofthe 
triumphs of enterprise and prosperity. The 
same is true of Fifth from __— the 
Southern Hotelon the south tothe Union 
Market on the north. The most valuable 
property in St. Louis to-day is in the vicinity 
of Fifth and Olive. The highest price ever 
paid for a piece of ground in the city was paid 
by Mr. Stilson Hutchins for the property on 
the northwest corner of Fifth and 
Olive. He gavea little over $3,000 per foot 
for it, and it is now not to be purchased 
atall, forany reasonable sum, Twenty-five 
years ago, the whole lot was sold for $15,000. 
All property from Fifth up to Ninth, and for 
a block on either side, is held as high or high- 
er now than inthe flush times of 1868. In fact 
none of it is in the market. It is probably im- 
possible to purchase ground for any reason- 
able sum anywhere in this locality. The new 
Custom-house and Post-office has had much 
to do with this change. 
ANOTHER FACTOR 

to be considered is the building of the im- 
mense dry goods house for Wm. Barr & Co., 
at the northwest corner of Sixth and Olive. 
It is believed that this marks the hegira of the 
retail trade from Fourth street. The ground 
upon which the Barr building is being 
erected owned by Mrs. Maffitt, and 
that portion fronting on Olive street is valued 
at $1,000 a foot, while that fronting on Locust 
is probably worth $500 or $600 a foot. 

Any man may count himself fortunate who 
owns property anywhere in the vicinity of the 
new Custom-house, for it will be many a day 
before it will cease to be the great center 
around which the business of the city will 
gather. It will be like the Bank of England, 
in London, in the vicinity of which a lot of 
ground was sold a few years ago for $20,000 a 
foot—the highest price on record.

The Citizens’ Railway Charter. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

By reference to the proceedings of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee, it will be seen that the gen- 
tlemen who are interested in street railways. 
Messrs. Brown and Lionberger,claim that the 
grant of the Citizens’ Railway does not expire 
in 1884, Now, inasmuch as the statement 
was made by other gentlemen to the effect 
that said grant does expire in 1884, I de- 
sireto state in a few,words the facts.In 1859 the 
Citizens’ Railway Co. obtained from tne City 
Council the privilege of operating its cars over 
its present route to Grand avenue for the pe- 
riod of twenty-five years. The company was 
organized under the General Railway Law, 
but, not being satisfied with the legality of 
their organization, it, with other companies, 
went to the Legislature and got an 
act passed confirming their organization. 
This was the famous act of January 16, 1860, 
section 3 of which gave these companies what 
they claim as an exclusive privilege to the 
business of carrying passengers over all streets 
within three parallel streets. Their organiza- 
tion was also to exist for twenty-five years. 
In 1866, finding that they had a good thing and 
wishing to keep it, they conceived the wise 
(?) idea of filing new articles of association 
with the Secretary of State, and in them they 
extend their existence for fifty years without 
the least sanction of law. That is to say, 
this corporation, contrary to law and with no 
power to do so, legislated themselves into a 
new lease of life, never deigning to consult the 
Legislature of .the State of Missouri on the 
subject in any way whatever. These newar- 
ticles of associatiou they called their *‘amend- 
ed articles of association,’’ and they imagined 
or rather intended to prolong their existence, 
but they never went to the City Council fora 
renewal or extension of their grant, although 
the Constitution of the State prohibited even the 
Leqislature of the State from giving railway 
grants in incorporated cities. Still the Citi- 
zens’ Railway concluded it could give itself a 
valuable privilege for another twenty-five 
years by the simple act of filing new articles 
of association with the Secretary of State. In 
1866, after they had filed their new articles of 
association, they went to the Legislature and 
got the following section inserted into the 
Statute of 1865: 

Sec. 5, Art. II., Chapter 37. ‘*‘All street=or 
horse railroads that have heretofore been or- 
ganized under an act to authorize the forma- 
tion of railroad companies and to regulate 
the same, approved December 13, 
1855, and whose right of way has been 
assented to by the Common Council of the city 
in which they are located, be, and the same 
are hereby, confirmed in all their rights and 
franchises as set forth in their articies of asso- 
ciation and amendments to the same, on file 
in the office of the Secretary of State.’’ 

This confirmation was in the face of the Con- 
stitution of 1865, which specially prohibits 
special legislation, yet these shrewd railroad 
companies concluded that they could, in the 
first place, without a legislative proceeding, 
amend their own articles of association when 
there was no law for it,and, in the next place, 
after they had done this sage thing, they could 
have their illegal act ratified by the Legisla- 
ture so as to confer special privileges, although 
the Censtitution forbade it. Unfortunate- 
ly, perhaps, for them, the Legisla- 
ture, in the confirmation act, quoted 
above, said they could be confirmed where the 
‘‘rigbt of way has beén assented to by the 
Common Council of the city wherein located.’’ 
Leave all other questions aside regarding 
these mongrel and illegal organisations, and 
let any one tell me where the Citizens’ Rail- 
way Company ever acquired the ‘‘right of 
way,’’ except by ordinance 4440, approved 
May 6, 1859. That expires May 6, 1884, and it 
will hardly be contended, even by as astute

Demise of ‘‘Aunt Esther,” the Old- 
a Woman in the West. 


. Her Remarkable cas the 
Slave of Thomas Jefferson. 


Among the burial permits issued from the 
Health Department last Wednesday afternoon 
was one for the interment of Esther Jeffersoa, 
colored, and aged 117 years. As an authen- 
ticated ease of i longevity like 
would be a monument to the 
salubriousness of St. Louis, a reporter set 
out last night to examine the Gase. The 
place of death indicated by the burial certifi- 
cate was at No. 1319 North Tenth street. 
After some research the house was found. Its 
occupants differed somewhat from their 
neighbors, being more of the old slave type. 
The women folks’ hair was coarse and long, 
hanging down in plaits. 

**Did old Aunt Esther live here?’’ inquired 
the reporter. 

**Yes, sah; she lived with me.’’ 

By this time a large number of the young 
darkies whose curiosity was excited crowded 
around to get a square look at that curious- 
looking animal, a ‘*’porter.’’ 


‘‘Had she any _ relatives in this 
neighborhood?’’ again queried the news- 
gatherer of a women to all appear- 


ances not less than forty years ofage. ‘*Yes, 
sah; she was my grandmother’s aunt.’’ 

**Do you know her history or can you prove 
that at her death she was really the age it is 
said?’’ 

‘*Of course, I know her history and can 
prove 

THAT SHE WAS I17 YEARS 

old. Aunt Esther was born in 1762 in ole 
Richmond, Virginia. When she was grown up 
and married, President Jefferson bought Un- 
cle Gilead—he was Aunt Esther’s husband— 
and Esther. Uncle Gilead was coachman and 
Aunt Esther cook. Mista Jefferson owned 
aunt and uncle long ’afore he was President. 
Aunty often told me how they were going to 
have a good time the day Mista Jeffer- 
son died ; but the news came _ to 
the colored people that he was dead, and the 
party broke up. After Mr. Jefferson’s death 
all the slaves and property were sold at auc- 
tion. Aunt and uncle went to Mr. Austin, 
who had married into Mr. Jefferson’s family; 
he brought them to St. Louis, where they 
were sold to Dr. Hoffman. With him they 
worked until they bought their freedom. ’’ 

The reporter gently insinuated that the ma- 
jority of people would scarcely believe that 
the old lady was 117 years of age 
when she died. ‘*Here are the papers to 
prove that she was that old,’’ said the wo- 
man,taking a key from the jamb ofa door and 
opening a trunkthat stood in the corner, from

between Tenth and Eleventh streets and Cass 
avenue and O’Fallon street for the last eleven 
years. Her dictations were gospel to the 
young darkies of the vicinity. The powers 
that she possessed up to a comparatively short 
time before her death were little less than 
wonderful. Two years ago she was able to 
thread a cambric needle with 
ease. When preparing a meal she 
was at home. She would dona clean dress 
and white apron, put on her cap, which cov- 
ered but a few gray hairs, and get around the 
house so gracefully that a stranger would 
wager his life that she was not far past fifty 


years. A crutch or cane, suuff or tobacco, 
she despised, and never used either 
the one or the other. Some 
years ago she almost entirely lost 


her hearing, so that it was tiresome to speak 
to her; but in her last illness, which com- 
menced five weeks previous to her death, it 
returned, and she experienced no difficulty in 
carrying on a conversation in a moderate tone. 

Esther Jefferson is really the first authenti- 
cated case of longevity in St. Louis. Such an 
instance of long life as this, after a residence 
of eleven years in one of the mostthickly pop-

THE NEXT GREAT REVOLUTION 

in journalism, Mr. Reid continued, is not 
likely to be in the direction of greater quan- 
tity. He did not believe that the daily news- 
paper of 1890 will give many more pages than 
that of 1880. Book-making is notjournalism. 
Even magazine making is not journal- 
ism. The business of a daily news- 
paper is to print the news of the day, 
in such compass that the average reader 
may fairly expect to master it during 
the day, without interfering with his regular 
business. When it passes beyond these lim- 
its it ceases to be a newspaper,and it ceases to 
command the wide support which is essential 
to success. The great revolution of the future 
in newspapers is not, therefore, to be in 
doubling their sizc, in doubling the quantity 
of matter they give, orin doubling the multi- 
tude of subjects they already treat.
